Coroner J. Lee Voorhees, who 
conducted the autosy, said death 
appeared to have been caused by 
drowning and he had found no 
marks to indicate they had been 
struck before they were dropped 
into the lake. 


The coroner's ' examination bore 
out Rowland's statement to police 
that he left his Harrison, Mich., 
home with the children, ostensibly 
to place them in a children's home 
at Flint, but instead had taken 
them~lo the lonely lake. 
Rowland insisted that his wife 
now held In iail at Harrison with 
out charge, had no part in the 
slaying of the children, and sale 
he'told her he had placed them 
with a family at Flint for adop 
tion.

GENEVA, Oct. 10.—The 


League of Nations, with' 50 
of its 59 members definitely 
on record as approving the 
punishment of Italy for its 
invasion of Ethiopia, moved 
for a quick application of 
that punishment. 


The steering committee of the 
league assembly decided that rep- 
resentatives of every member of 
the league except Italy and Ethi- 
opia should serve on a committee 
to co-ordinate the work of the 
council and the assembly in insti- 
tuting sanctions against Italy. 


Since Germany will leave the 
league Oct. 21, the decision means 
that the co-ordination commission 
will be made up of 56 nations. 
. At a morning meeting, the as- 
sembly gave its overwhelming ap- 
proval to Ihe council's condemna- 
tion of Italy. 


Only Italy, Austria, and Hungary 
nnounced non-acceptance of the 
ouncil's report against Italy, al- 
hough in league circles it was 
uggested Albania probably would 
t least make reservations to the 
eneral vote of condemnation.

HAUPTMANN PROMISED ESCAPE 
FROM CHAIR AND $10,000 FOR 


NAMING KIDNAP ACCOMPLICE 


New York',

10.—WV-The 
New York Evening Journal in a 
copyrighted story from Trenton, 
N. J., said today that Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann 
might yet save 


himself from the electric chair by 
confessing to the kidnap-murder 
of the Lindbergh baby. The Jour- 
nal said that "one of New Jer- 
sey's most powerful officers' 
had 


pledged this assurance. 
The Journal story was in the 
form of a letter to Hauptmann, 
whose conviction for the murder 
of the infant son of Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh was upheld yester- 
day by the New Jersey court of 
errors and appeals. 
"Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann, 


the paper told the Bronx carpen- 
ter, 
"you may yet save yourself 


from the electric chair and earn 
$10,000 for your confession 
and 


the name of your accomplice in 
the kidnaping and murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 


"One 
of New Jersey's most pow- 


erful officers has pledged his sol- 
emn word to the Evening Journal 
that he will save you. 
"He has vowed he will pay you 
or your wife and child this sum 
. from 
hfs personal fortune 
and 


will guarantee that you need act 


follow the searing path of the four 
men you have seen led and car 
ried through that squat, green 
steel door separating 
you from 


life and death." 
"Life imprisonment will be your 


reward," the paper told him, "with 
the invaluable opportunity of see- 
ing your wife often and watchlnf 
your son grow to manhood, ant 
knowing that they will not be 
left destitute. 


"Your wife will visit you today 
to help you bear up under the 
shock of knowing that there wil" 
be no new trial for you by the un 
animous decision of the state's 
highest tribunal." 


Then dropping the letter form 


the Journal continued with specu 
latlons as to whether Hauptmann 
will accept the offer and whether 
If he delays the offer will not be 
withdrawn. 


"Only three stipulations," 
the 


paper said, "are attached to this 
offer of life and money: 
"He must 
in 
his 
confession 


name his accomplice. 


"The confession must stand the 
closest investigation. 
"He must personally aid the 
state in prosecuting this accom 
plice—man or woman."

Did you ever hear of the Couch 
quintuplets? 


No—Not the Dlonnes; they came 
alone half a century later. The 
Couch kiddies had their dim mo- 
ment lontr before the elarine light 
of publicity turned such feats.into 
world sensations. 


It was "the talk of the country 
around" when Mrs. Billie Couch 
gave birth to her babes at an iso- 
lated farm near the Red River 
in Feb., 1884. But so far as at- 
taining world fame was concerned 
this frontier mother labored in 


A "word-of-mouth" report of tho 
remarkable event seeped out nnd 
finally reached the town of Gra- 
ham—all of a hundred miles away 
—and the editor of the local news- 
paper put it down in history with 
a five-line' story. 
'"A lady living near, Ravenna, 
eight miles north of the city of 
(Bonham) gave birth last Wed- 
nesday to five children, all boys. 
The name of 
the 
parents 
is 
Thompson, and the father informs 
us that he has named the boys 
respectively Cleveland, Hendricks, 
Bayard, Manning andd Chenoweth. 
Mother and boys are doing well." 
So said the Graham Leader in 


Its terse summary. There were no 
high speed communications to car- 
ry the story to a sensation-hungry 
world, fortunes were not spent on 
feature stories and 
photographs 
and there was no paternal gov- 
ernment to 
assume 
maternal 
charge of the youngsters. 
Louis Brown, in Bonham yes- 
terday said Mrs. Couch was his 
sister and the babies were pretty 
children, as "alike as five black- 
eyed peas." 
As he tells the story, there were 
two physicians in attendance on 
Mrs. Couch but they were unable 
to save the quintuplets. The ba- 
bies lived only five hours. 
Unlike Dr. Dafoe, who rose from 
obscurity as a kindly Canadian 
backwoods physician to fame as 
a baby specialist for his 
work 
with the Dionne quintuplets, the 
Texas doctors who cared for Mrs. 
Couch and her offspring have long 
been forgotten. 
Not even their 


names can be recalled. 
Mrs. Couch, 36 years old then, 
had three girls and two boys, 
Brown says. The "word-of-mouth 
information received by the .Gra- 
ham paper seems to have differed 
with respect to the quintuplets 
There also was a discrepancy in 
the family name, which the pa- 
per carried as "Thompson," but 
which Brown says was "Couch.

year out, facing alike kings on 
their thrones and the rabble in 
the city streets, Jeremiah called 
the people back to God and His 
law, fearlessly picturing the fate 
that awaited them otherwise.

Two factors go into the mak-

In the almond tree lie saw a 


parable. He portrayed the late of 
the exiles and of those who re- 
mained behind by two baskets of 
figs, one full of good fruit and 
one of rotten.

' Vividness marked this old pro- 
phet's career, as well 
as 
his 


mind. He dwelt in the turbulent 
days of the Scythian, Assyrian 
and Egyptian invasions, and saw 
the flna! destruction of Jerusa- 
lem. 
He was mobbed, imprisoned 


in stocks and in a dungeon. He 
was shamed by his neighbors, de- 
rided by the crowds and opposed 
by the powerful. 


When, with the help of faithful 


Baruch, the scribe, he reduced 
his prophesies to writing, they 
reached the king, who cut the 
scroll to pieces with a penknife 
and threw the fragments into the 
fire. Yet the day came when he 
told the king that captivity await- 
ed him, and that his eyes would 
be put out, as came to pass. 


Putting his revelatlpn above the

Klrby of Limestone county, re 
straining Sheriff Adams and oth 
ers from interfering with the op 
eration of machines In that county 
by Antonio. 
The appellate court held that It

Lubin's views were

in an interview In which he ana- 
lyzed the unemployment problem,

Of striking import to the Chris- 
tian Ethiopian was the fact that 
Italian artillery had spared the 
strange, monolithic obelisks which 
rise like headstones to the past. 
Centuries

was 


founded, Aksum came into being. 


As the Italian forces, equipped 


with the most modern' death-deal- 
ing devices, burrowed 
southward 
through the ranks of 
Emperor 


Haile Selassie's black-skinned war- 
riors, armed with spear and relig- 
ious fanatiscism, 
General 
Bug- 


gerro Santini, commandant of:the 
northern army, told the Associat- 
ed Press: 
'When we have Ethiopia, there 


never will be another Italian who 
needs to emigrate to America." 


His eye was on the rich, fertile 


hinterland of the black empire, 
riven now as though by a spear 
as the left and right wings of

als at Washington Wednesday was 
reported to the Corsicana Daily 
Sun, Wednesday by the Associated 
Press, with the information that 
a total of $127,172 of federal funds 
had been set aside for these pro- 
grams.
